During the next few years Bri- 
tish foreign investments. continued 
to increase. 
Paish estimated that the Mother 
Country had provided the sum of 
7,770,760,000. dols. for the British 
Dominions beyond the seas. The 
enormous .size of this investment 
can be better appreciated when it 
is remembered that the population 
of’ many colonies’ were relative- 
ly small. To Canada, Australasia, 
and South Africa, which possess 
a combined population of about 
20: million. people, Great’ Britain 
supplied 6,500,000,000 dols, of 
capital.

Now York.—Lihepty’ in Amerien 
formed the subject of two addresses 
by eminent Americans and in ench 
Instance ‘a grave warning * was 
given against professional reform- 
era and selfish sentimentalists who 
were charged with attempting’ to 
undermine the Constitution and im- 
pose thelr own ideas of what is 
tight upon the nation. 

Speaking on the “lingering zest 
to persecute,” Dr. Nicholas Murray, 
Butler, president of Columbia Unf- 
versity, warned 4,800 students re- 
celving their degrees that tho sur- 
vival ef the desire to persecute was 
a challenge to twentieth-century 
Nberty and liberalism. Dr.. Butler 
said that a,crusade on behalf of 
temperance’ which. began by mak- 
ing temperance o crime was a. 
puzzling phenomenon, and it would

tific inquiry to ascertain whether 
the hypocrisy which just now was
